Session 210: Concepts 


Original Question/ Topic from Interviewer: What is the difference of an idea and a 
concept? 


Summary: Concept is a group of words. An idea can contain many sentences. An idea 
can contain many concepts. The uncreated force gives the power to create. Anything 
created from the uncreated force can also create. The uncreated force is an idea that 
came from the creator. It has no intent and is free of the earth plane. There is a force 
outside of your thoughts. This idea knows of the uncreated force and can express on 
the earth plane. Because all of creation has at its source the same creator the phrase all 
is one is true. Yet this appears in our experience to not be the case as we have 
separation from this source of creation. This is an idea that there is a god on the earth 
plane. That which you create has the power to create and this leads to a loss of control 
of the creation. Whatsoever | think has the power to come into being. But man believes 
that what he creates has to be a physical manifestation. 


The idea that there is an uncreated force goes beyond the association of words 
because each individual will interpret the word based on their ideas of religion. When an 
idea is created it has the ability to also create. It will exist after the person who created it 
has died. 


There is a knowing that is beyond words. If you release the association of the words to 
meaning, then you can move past the aspect of meaning. Nothing stays the same. 
Words change their meaning. What you speak and what you think these are made into 
an aspect. When you focus your thoughts and being they become a part of your reality. 
You are creating all the time whether you realize it or not. The rules of creating on the 
earth plane are that what you create can also create. (co-creative privilege). That what 
is created will also create its' opposite. That what you create has its' energy from you 
and grows stronger by you giving attention to it. 


The uncreated force created God which is 1. This God created you which is 2 and 
together you and God created 3. These are the three forces of consciousness the 
forces of creation. You may ask how can | understand if the words are inadequate. 
Create within yourself the intent to understand for yourself. If your intent is to 
understand so you can explain it to the world then you are lost. Trying to understand 
what the world wants is not possible. Understand for yourself first. 


Other comments: The purpose of the session was to discuss ideas and concepts yet it 
appears only the subject of ideas was discussed here. Perhaps in 211 concepts will be 
Clarified.
